to at least one of the patterned thin film layers or at least one of the plurality of magnetic 
memory elements for providing thermal assistance to the at least one of the patterned thin film 
layers or for thermally assisting in switching a magnetic orientation of the at least one of the 
plurality of magnetic memory elements, characterized in that the heater material comprises at 
least one of amorphous silicon and amorphous carbon or that a split conductor is coupled to the 
heater material to supply energy thereto and the heater material is connected between the split 
conductor, 

where "split conductor" is as detailed by Applicant in the Remarks filed 02/1 1/2005, page 
14; and where "amorphous silicon" is clearly distinguishable from "doped silicon" as asserted by 
Applicant on the same page of the Remarks, as far as the heat material is concerned.
